~ Stand Up For the Law 


Recent events in Canada, both east 
adhd west, point to the necessity of 
@teat care being exercised, not so 
much by the authorities, perhaps, as 
by the people in general to safeguard 
one of the Dominion’s finest tradi- 
tions and at the same time protect the 
liberties of the citizen. ‘ 

Canada has long been recognized 
throughout the world, and especially 
in the great republic to the south, as! 
a country where law was respected 
and obeyed, where even-hatided jus- 
tice was administered to high and 
low, rich and poor alike, and where 
sooner or later the long arm of the 
law would gét_the guilty, In_ the 
United States, where so many murd- 
erers escape just punishment for 
their crimes, where the law’s delays 
are almost interminable, and where 
as a result of a lack of public confi- 
dence in the machinery of justice. 
lynchings are not infrequent, the re- 
putation borne by Canada was an in- 
valuable asset. It is an asset Canada 
cannot afford to lose, nor allow to be 
lessened. 

A few. weeks ago, however, a 
group of men in southern Saskatche- 
wan took the law into their own 
hands and drove a labor agitator out 
of the country, threatening him with 
tar and feathers if he returned, On 
August 16, at Thorold, Ont., a mob 
stormed the town jail and finally sct 
fire to it in an effort to take a pris- 
oner from the officers of the law in 
order that they might cxecute him 
themselves, although he had not yet 
been found guilty of the crime 
of which he was accused, Fortunate- 
ly, common sense and an appeal to 
British fair play was effective in re- 
straining the passions of the mob 
before it took the irretrievable step. 

People, however, must be on their 
guard against such exhibitions. and 
acts, if Canada is not to suffer in 
the eyes of the world, and the rights 
and liberties of its own people placed 
in jeopardy. Wen in the carlier 
days when the west was “ wild and 
woolly,” and at the time of the great 
stampede to the Yukon, law. was 
maintained and respected so effective- 
ly as to call forth the admiration of 
all countrics. It is as necessary as 
ever that it should continue to be 
maintained, The world has passed 
through a great war when human 
life~seemed to be the cheapestcom- 
modity in the world, and as a result 
many people do not look upon the 
take of human life as seriously as of 
old, But the old conception of the 
sacredness of human life must be ful- 
ly re-established, and it is the duty of 
all citizens to assist by precept and 
practice to such restoration, and to 
oppose by all Icgitimate means in 
their power-anything that tends to 
weaken and destroy confidence in the 
law. 

The maintenance of law and order 
is the foundation of any organized 
state. Without respect for law, and 
lacking order, society could not exist, 
all property would soon cease to have 
any valuc, family ties would be dis- 
solved, and human life ultimately be 
the plaything of the murderer and as- 
sassin. 

‘Do away with law, and respect for 
it—which, of course, would follow the 
non-enforcement of law—and disord- | 
er would reign supreme. All man-| 


kind would revert to only one law—| 
the law of the jungle, the law that | 
might is right and must and will pre- 
vail, 

Every man and woman realizes in | 
their innermost ‘beings that this is| 
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true, and that the whole organisin on 
which human society resis has been 
evolved and crected because of gen- 
eral acceptance of the absolute neces- 
sity of a state of law and order. Mob 
rule is evil and vicious in the high- 
est degree, ; : 
“The maintenance of order rests 
absolutely in respect for afid the up- 
holding of the law. And the uphold- 
ing of the law—which, after all, is 
but the concrete expression of the 
will of the majority of the people 
is dependent upon respect for and 
unqualified support of those who are 
appointed to administer the laws 
which the people through their clect- 
ed representatives have enacted for 
the common good and protection of 
all, 


There can be only one outcome re- 
sulting from a loss of public confid- 
ence in the administration of justice 
in this country, and through the acts 
of the peopletaking the law into 
their own hands—law will be super- 
ceded by license; anarchy will” re- 
placeyorder. Life and property will 
become playthings of the passions of 
men, and all those precious liberties 
and that freedom, to defend and 
maintain which our heroic — soldiers 
died and suffered in their hundreds of 
thousands, and which alone can be 
maintained under a system of law and 
order, will be destroyed, and a state 
of disorder, and chaos prevail. 

Every person who joins ih or 
cheers on a mob is undermining the 
very foundations of that law which s 
his own safeguard and the protection 
of his family and his property.

Dapheviki Forced to Retire Along A 
Wide Section of 
Front 


Paris.— Warsaw mow scems to be 
saved from the Bolsheviki. Presid- 
ent Pilsudski’s armies no longer are 
obliged to fight a defence battle and 
are now on the offensive, was the 
mews reaching here from the Polisn 
sources, and the Reds are pausiné 
before attempting to develop their 
successes, The offensive on the left 
wing is beng personally led by the 
French gencrals, Henury and Bilyot- 
te,-and already has yiclded several 
hundred prisoners. Once more this 
will put the Poles in possession of the 
York between the Narew and Bug 
Rivers, while the forces advancing to- 
wards Mlawa, which have reached 
Tsiechanoff, 12 miles to the south of 
Mlawa, will force Bolsheyiki march- 
ing towards Plock and Thorn to beat 
a hasty retreat and consequently re- 
open the road-line to Danzig. ‘ 

But the manoeuvre on the right 
wing, along the line of Garvolin and 
Paratchoff, between the Vistula and 
the Bug, is the more interesting of 
the two from the strategic standpoint, 
because it threatens communicafions 
swith Red forces. - / 

These troops have just arrived 
bom the Brody region, and _ have 
thade rapid headWay and have driven 
the Reds back all along the line to- 
ward Brest-Litovsk for ‘distances 
varying. from 25 to 50 miles. 

Moscow.—Soviet Russia’s position 
on both the-Polish and South Russian 
fronts was pronounced “generally 
satisfactory” by Leon~-Trotzky, Bol- 
shevik war minister in an address 
here. The speech was delivered at a 
meeting of the Moscow soviet. 

Discussing the military situation, 
Trotzky declared that on the front 
against White Polatid, our Red troops 
have tulfilled the fundamental part of 
their task. .The hodling up of our ad- 
vanced troops before Warsaw in no 
way alters the situation, as the Polish 
front is now divided into parts—mil- 
itary and diplomatic— and posseses 
two centres, one in Warsaw and the 
other in Minsk. 

“The peace negotiations at Minsk 
are of exceptional importance,” corf- 
Ainued the war minister, “because 
they are developing on the unstable 
@Bndations of a stormy movement 

“among the workers. Great Britain, 
also, is passing through an unheard 
of display of excitement among her 
workers in connection with the peace 
negotiations between Russia and Po- 
land. 

“On General Wrangel’s front,” he 
added, “We are opening the gate wide 
to our enemies, but we shall assault 
them in the flank and rear. The fate 
of the revolution will be decided on 
the Polish front. This is why we 
have continucd our forces in the west 
and are only leaving posts on the 
southern front in connection with 
the campaign, just to keep Wrangel 
busy.” ‘

Vancouver Airman Killed

Loses Life in An Accident 
o English Bay 
Vancouver, B. C.—In the sight of 

his wife and many hundreds of peo- 

ple on the beach, Bert Brenton, pur- 
chasing agent for the Union Steam- 
ship company of British Columbia, 
either jumped or fell to his death in 
the water of English Bay when the 
seaplane he was piloting became un- 
managable and crashed into the sea. 

Before the- actual fall an explosion 
was heard and smoke was noticed 
near the engine and the seaplane 
turned over seven times in its des- 
cent.. The machine was brought to 
shore by a tug and a search is being 
made for the pilot’s body.

Commissioner McLean compared 
the Superior division to a_ bridge 
which must be maintained, and Mr. 
Carvell said that without it, produc- 
tion in the west would not amount 
to much. 

Mr. Symington remarked that the 
west originates most of the traffic and 
to this Chairman Carvell agreed, “If 
it were not for the west,” he observ- 
ed, “that s@tion of the railway would 
not be there at all.” He added that 
it would take a powerful argument to 
convince him that it was df paying 
piece of railway. 

Earlier in Mr, Symington’s exam- 
ination of Mr, Moule, he emphasized 
the movement of wheat from the 
west, contrasting the ratio with other 
commodities. . 

Mr, Moule said, that while it was 
not necessarily so, the cost would 
come down as the density of traffic 
increased till the point was reached 
where the line would become choked. 

“It costs less to move grain on the 
prairics than any other traffic?” 
asked Mr. Symington, 

“Yes, but we have a very low rate 
on it,” Mry Moule replied, .

It is ten o'clock when they arrive 
and already.a goodly crowd has gath- 
ered around the stock car and is list- 
ening to the introductory talk by a 
railway official.

An All-Veteran Factory 


Will be Owned, Managed; and Oper- 
ated by Returned 
Veterans 

Incidentally and apparently with no 
thought of being a symbol of the his- 
toric past, there will soon be in oper- 
ation in New Westminster, British 
Columbia, a factory for the making 
of cordage and twine, that is also a 
striking memorial of the war. The 
new enterprise, the Canada Western 
Cordage Co., Limited, is what might 
be called an all-veteran concern, Its 
factory will be owned, managed and 
operated entirely by veterans; and 
the enterprise is to be conducted on 
a strictly co-operative, profit-sharing 
basis, In starting the company, the 
veterans subscribed $60,000 of paid up 
capital, with $40,000 additional which 
will be available if needed, and bor- 
rowed $200,000 for 20 years from the 
Provinsional Government under the 
act for industrial development. One 
hundred thousand dollars has been 
spent in the United States for mach- 
inery, the factory is nearly finished, 
and is expected to be running to its 
full capacity by autumn,, What is 
equally important is that the new fac- 
tory will be in a strategic position 
in the matter of raw material and 
freight transportation, to sell its pro- 
duct to good advantage throughout 
British Columbia, the provinces of 
Manitoba, Saskatchewan and Alberta. 
British Columbia alone uses 2,500,000 
pounds of rope a year, a good deal 
of which has been imported, so the 
outlook for the -all-veteran cordage 
company is pleasantly promising.

But what may 
atso be expected is, that when they 
have had a few years of city life they 
will be glad enough to get back to the 
farm and stay there, even without the 
attraction of specially provided forms 
of recreation as an added attraction 
to country life.

Believe Divorces Will Equal Marria- 
ges in 30 Years 

If the present rat: of increase of 
divorces ovér marriages coniinues, 
Chicago by 1950 will be a city of

were 37,583 marriages and between 
5,000 and 6,000 divorces.

would keep his help must work with 
them, treating them as equals and 
encouraging their interest in commu- 
nity undertakings. As a leader-up to 
community interest, farm interest 
must come first, however, and the

In Canada, where there is land for 
all to work intelligently at the pro- 
ducing of crops, there is no need 
for any industrious farm worker be- 
coming discouraged of ‘attaining to 
ownership of a farm within a reason- 
able period. Farm workers have only 
to. be encouraged to think ahead in 
periods of a few years, and they will 
be content to stay with the farming 
game for the sake of the opportunity 
it affords, As for sports, pastimes 
and recreations, these éan easily be 
found on the farm itself or the 
community, with specia) provision be- 
ing made by a committee appointed 
for the purpose, Where the members 
of the community are sufiiciently well 
informed, a leader in local undertak- 
ings for entertainment Will undoubt- 
edly be found, even among the youn- 
ger people, and the rest will be will- 
ing to follow the leader. 


Coal in Germany 


Wealthy German Hopes to Reduce 
France Industrially 

Hugo Stinnes, the German who is 
leading Germany’s fight to keep as 
much coal as possible in his own 
bins and to escape with sending as 
Tittle as possible to France under the 
terms of the treaty, frankly admits 
that he believes that if Germany 
keeps this coal, in five years’. time 
France will have fallen from the 
world’s race of commerce, out 
coal France will be unable to develop 
her iron industry and will have to 
turn her ore over -to Germany, he 
believes, and then Germany will be 
in a position to become as strong. 
commercially as she was before the 
war, 

Stinnes is nearly fifty years old, a 
native of the Rhineland provinces, 
but looks only about forty. ~ He is 
one of the richest men in Germany 
and is reported to have armed 15,000 
of his own workmen in the Ruhr dis- 
trict. He is a candidate for election 
to the Reichstag, and his election is 
considered a certainty. He started 
his business career by dealing in coal 
and iron ona large scale. He con- 
trols big interests in ore and metal, 
not only in Germany, but also’ in. 
Luxembourg and certain parts of 
France. With a view, however, of 
guarding against possible losses, he 
has recently extended his financial 
operations in various other directions. 
One of these has been to acquire ré- 
tail stores in Berlin and other towns,

German Government Prepares to 
Hand Over Boats to 
Allies 


The German government is taking 
over 24 ships aggregating more than 
195,000 gross tons, under construction 
in various private shipyards of the 
country, for delivery to the Repara- 
tions C3mmittee as provided by the 
terms of the Treaty of Versailles.

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REFERENDUM GOING AHEAD 


Prohibitionists Well Organized 


and Confident of Success 

From information gathered at the head- 
quarters of the Alberta Referendum Cam- 
paign Committee in Edmonton the cam- 
paign conducted by the prohibitionist is 
well under way. Under the committee’s 
direction the office and field staff have 
been appointed and organization of district 
and local committees has been rigorously 
promoted. H. H. Hull, General Secret- 
ary of the Social League is Provincial 
Organizor and Business Manager of the 
campaign and Rey, Edward S. Bishop, 
till recently Child Welfare Secretary of 
the Department of Evangelism of the 
Methodist Church has been loaned by 
the church to the campaign and is serving 
as office secretary and editor of the 
Searchtight, which is the official organ of 
the campaign. Rey. A.C. Bryan, Presby- 
terian mihister of Taber, was appointed 
secretary of the provincial committeeand 
is giving his full time to the campaign in 
the office in Edmonton. 

For the more.thorough organization of 
the various localities of the province, a 
strong force of District Organizers has 
appointed and given charge either of 
single provingial constituencies or groups 
of constituencies. At present some six- 
teen or seventeen organizers are at work 
and other appointments are contemplated 
in the near future. Local committees 
have already been organized in consider- 
ably over two hundred and fifty centres, 
large and small. ; 

Reports received at the head office in- 
dicate opposition in a few sections of the 
province but this is in sections where a 
majority adverse to prohibition was re- 
corded in the plebiscite of 1915. It is 
said to be very evident, however, that 
this opposition is much weaker than then, 
and there are points where it would not 
be surprising if the coming in of the 
women’s vote should swing over toa pro- 
hibition majority. In many. other sec- 
tions prohibition sentiment is very strong, 


some indeed being overwhelmingly so. 
Prohibition workers are, however, taking 
no chances but pushing their organization 
and propaganda with all possible vigor. 
They are out not only to secure the nec- 
essary bare majority to stop importation 
of intoxicating liquor into the province 
for beverage purposes but to register such 
an emphatic pronouncement on the part 
of the whole body of citizens that the 
attitude of the nobitio tothe matter of law 
enforcemeut will leave no room for doubt. 


Safe-guarding Stock 


If farmers wish to safeguard their horses 
and cattle, they should obtain a registered 
brand, and see that none of their stock 
are running, even in their own fenced 
pastures, without this very necessary 
jmeans of identification, Numerous com- 
plaints are received by the provincial 
police from farmers of the loss of un- 


branded horses and cattle, and in the 
case of young and immature stock espec- 


ially, descriptions are not much help to 
the police in recovering the lost or stolen 
animals, 

Hundreds of both horses and cattle are 
being sent into the Peace River and Spirit 
River districts and the police are pract- 
ically powerless to check up the owner- 
ship of the unbranded animals. If the 
horses or ¢attle carry brands, a bill of 
sale can be called for and a description of 
the animals taken for reference in case of 
complaint, or for identification, if the 
police have already been notified of loss 
stock bo branded, Neglect of this obvious 


means of protection is simply putting a 
premium on crime, and no sympathy can 
be given to any stock owner who does 
not go to the trouble to have his stock 
properly branded,
